Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1971= 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I  record  the  death  in  1971  of 
Councillor  Mr.  Tom  Jones.  Mr.  Jones  had  served  since  1967  when  the  North 
Shropshire  Rural  District  Council  was  formed,  as  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  where  his  knowledge  and  wise  guidance  were  of  such 
great  help. 

The  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  is  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  30,840,  i.e.  600  less  than  the  estimated  figure  for  1970. 

Live  Births  were  491  (499  in  1970). 

Stillbirths  7. 

Illegitimate  Births  32,  or  6%  of  all  births. 

There  were  427  deaths  from  all  causes- (402  in  1970);  221  being  males 
and  206  females. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  32.7%  of  all  deaths  and  a  further  21.7% 
was  due  to  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  were  18%  of  the  total  deaths,  while 
cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  was  the  cause  in  3»2%  of  all  deaths  and 
represented  18.1%  of  deaths  due  to  cancer.

It  is  too  soon  to  hope  that  this  reversal  of  recent  trends  indicates 
that  health  education  about  smoking  is  having  the  desired  effect,  but  it 
is  encouraging  that  more  and  more  people  are  giving  up  cigarettes  or 
reducing  their  consumption  of  tobacco.  Although  lung  cancer  deaths  are 
fewer,  there-  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  deaths  from  heart  disease  and 
circulatory  disorders.  In  1971  58  men  and  62  women  died  from  Coronary 
disease,  the  largest  group  occurring,  as  one  would  expect,  in  persons 
aged  65  and  over.  Nine  deaths  however  were  in  the  age  range  45  to  54 
years  and  one  in  the  35-44  age  group.  Ten  women  died  from  breast  cancer^ 
an  increase  of  2  over  1970.  There  was  one  death  from  influenza  in  1971 
but  an  increase  in  the  deaths  due  to  pneumonia,  from  23  in  1970  to  28, 
i.e.  6.5%  of  all  deaths.  Three  times  as  many  deaths  were  due  -to  motor 
vehicle  accidents  -  9  in  1971,  3  in  1970.  It  is  the  function  of  health 
education  not  only  to  teach  people  how  to  recognise  early  signs  of  ill- 
health  but  also  to  encourage  them  to  seek  early  advice  and  to  make  full 
use  of  all  available  facilities.  Many  conditions  are  preventable  and  the 
yearly  toll  of  death  or  disability  an  be  reduced.  Unf ortunately,  people 
fear  to  discover  the  truth  and  often  do  not  seek  help  until  too  late. 


The  work  of  improving  environmental  services  continued  throughout 
the  year;  notably  the  successful  outcome  of  the  enquiry  made  by  the 
Department  into  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  the  South  Western 
parishes.  The  prevention  of  disease  and  the  control  of  infection  depends 
on  constant  awareness  and  the  co-operation  of  many  agencies.  I  record 
my  thanks  for  the  helpful  advice  given  by  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Shrewsbury,  whose  work  is  invaluable  in  the  whole  field  of 
Public  Health.  The  close  co-operation  we  enjoy  with  officers  of  other 
local  authorities  makes  the  task  of  preserving  the  health  of  our  community 
so  much  easier  and  augers  well  for  future  reorganisation. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Boundary  Commission  has 
published  recommendations  for  establishing  new  districts  in  the  County. 

In  1782  parishes  were  empowered  to  unite  to  form  Unions,  in  order  to 
build  workhouses  with  infirmaries  and  to  provide  outdoor  relief.  At  the 
time  there  were  over  15,000  small  authorities  which  then  became  643  Unions. 
The  process  of  amalgamation  continues,  as  well  as  the  development  of  more 
complex  medical  and  social  services.  The  problems  facing  us  today  may  be 
different  in  degree  but  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  which  have  been 
achieved,  we  still  struggle  against  ignorance,  prejudice  and  apathy. 
Pollution  of  the  air  we  breathe  and  of  the  water  we  drink  is  a  problem 
causing  much  concern  today.  It  was  a  problem  for  our  forebears  too. 
Congestion  of  traffic  and  road  safety  are  daily  brought  to  our  notice; 
the  effect  of  increasing  traffic  on  the  quality  of  life  was  considered 
over  100  years  ago.  In  July  1858  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Wem  Union 
met  to  consider  "the  present  State  cf  the  Streets  and  High  Road  in  the 
township  of  Wem  and,  as  regards  the  probability  of  increased  traffic 
consequent  upon  the  opening  of  the  Railroad,  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  Security  of  the  Public."  The  Whitchurch  Board 
in  July  1871  were  wondering  what  action  to  take  about  a  nuisance  in 
Claypit  Street,  due  to  the  slaughtering  of  cattle  there  so  that  "blood 
and  refuse  was  allowed  to  flow  on  the  street."  At  their  next  meeting  the 
Surveyor  was  ordered  to  "prepare  a  statement  of  the  state  of  every  sewer 
in  the  town  and  to  report  on  all  the  nuisances  he  can  find."  In  Ellesmere 
in  1868  an  outbreak  of  fever  caused  the  local  Board  to  issue  the  following 
instructions.  "Chloride  of  Lime  to  be  sprinkled  daily  all  through  the 
house  and  rags  soaked  in  a  solution  of  Chloride  of  Lime  hung  up  on  lines 
in  the  room  where  the  patient  lies,  also  a  vessel  containing  dry  Chloride 
to  be  placed  in  the  room.  Ordered  that  all  refuse  be  removed  in  the 
night  time  and  Chloride  of  Lime  used  as  a  disinfectant."  Water  supplies, 
drainage,  the  widening  of  roads,  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  disinfection 
and  many  other  duties  were  undertaken  by  the  early  pioneers  in  public 
health.  They  were  also  concerned  to  maintain  their  individual  freedom  of 
action,  e.g.  The  Wem  Union  in  December  1872  "do  not  approve  of  the  proposed 
division  of  the  County  into  two  Districts  for  the  purposes  of  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  as  we  think  the  duties  would  be  as  efficiently  and 
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more  economically  performed  by  an  Officer,  or  Officers  for  our  own  Union." 
An  Inspector  of  Nuisances  was  duly  appointed  for  Wem  Union  in  December  1872 
and  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  January  1873*  With  the  coming 
reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  proposed  changes  in  the  National 
Health  Service,  the  old  pattern  of  Public  Health  Service  will  som  be 
replaced.  At  this  point  in  time  we  should  acknowledge  the  very  great  debt 
we  owe  to  those  early  guardians  of  community  health. 

In  the  following  pages  is  recorded  some  of  the  work  of  a  modem 
public  health  department.  An  important  part  of  this  work  is  undertaken  by 
the  clerical  staff  who  daily  answer  the  queries  of  members  of  the  public. 
This  aspect  of  their  duties  is  not  always  fully  appreciated;  it  is  an 
important  one  because  so  often  the  first  contact  the  enquirer  makes  with 
local  government  is  when  he  calls  at  the  Council  Offices.  I  should  like  to 
thank  all  the  Staff  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Department  for  their  hard 
work  throughout  the  year  and  especially  for  fostering  the  ideals  of 
service  to  the  public  so  essential  for  good  government.

Deaths  again  occurred  most  often  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system.  The  majority  were  deaths  of  elderly  people  aged  65 
and  over  but  16  deaths  or  6.9%  of  all  the  deaths  caused  by  these  diseases 
occurred  in  the  age  range  35-54  years. 

Cancer  in  all  its  many  forms  caused  the  deaths  of  42  men  and  35  women 
i.e.  18%  of  all  deaths.  Lung  Cancer  was  responsible  for  3.2^  of  all 
deaths.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  women  due  to 
cancer  of  the  breast.  10  deaths  from  this  cause,  or  2.3%  of  total  deaths 

are  recorded,  as  compared  to  8  deaths  or  1.97%  of  all  deaths  in  1970. 

This  is  a  condition  which  is  the  most  frequently  occurring  form  of  cancer 
in  women.  Early  diagnosis  in  this,  as  in  other  types  of  cancer,  is  the 
key  to  cancer  control.  Many  sophisticated  techniques  for  early  detection 
and  for  recognising  population  groups  at  risk  now  exist  and  are  widely 
used.  In  the  epidemiological  studies  of  cancer  which  have  been  under¬ 
taken,  it  has  been  concluded  that  80%  of  human  cancers  are  primarily 

caused  by  external  environmental  factors,  although  these  have  not 
necessarily  been  identified  yet.  Erom  the  point  of  view  of  prevention, 
cancers  in  people  living  in  industrialized  states  are  classified  as  of 
3  major  types:-  those  that  are  clearly  related  to  an  industrial  hazard, 
e.g.  bladder  tumour  and  benzidine;  those  which  are  related  to  a  specific 
social  habit,  e.g.  lung  cancer  and  cigarette  smoking;  those  attributed 
to  general  environmental  conditions  or  mode  of  life  to  which  the  entire 
population  is  exposed.  In  a  paper  on  Cancer  Prevention,  Dr.  J.  Higginson, 
Director,  International  Agency  for  Research  in  Cancer,  Lyon,  Prance, 
gives  these  illustrations  of  some  advances  which  have  been  made  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  causation  of  cancers.  He  goes  on  to  say  that  we  have 
the  potential  of  reducing  considerably  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer. 
Lack  of  success  lies  in  the  unwillingness  of  society  as  a  group,  or  of 
an  individual,  to  take  the  necessary  steps.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

The  collection  of  accurate  statistics  is  essential  for  the  control 
of  any  disease.  This  is  seen  most  clearly  in  the  epidemiological  study  of 
infectious  conditions,  whether  animal  or  human.  Contact  tracing  and  the 
prevention  of  epidemics  depend  primarily  on  accurate  and  immediate 
notification.  Unfortunately,  notification  is  in  many  cases  overlooked  or 
made  after  a  long  lapse  of  time. 

Practitioners  in  charge  of  a  case  of  notifiable  disease  are  by  law 
bound  to  send  the  relevant  details  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
immediately,  and  a  fee  is  paid  for  each  notification.  The  appropriate 
forms  are  available  on  request.

Deaths  from  Influenza  in  the  country  as  a  whole  were  only  a  fraction 
of  those  which  occurred  during  the  epidemic  of  1969/1970.  In  the  Rural 
District  in  1971- one  child  died  from  Influenza  but  there  were  more  deaths 
from  Pneumonia.  This  reflects  the  national  trend.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  T.B.  in  the  Rural  District,  but  notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  continue.  In  1971  there  were  3» 

ANIMAL  DISEASES 

Of  the  many  diseases  of  animals  which  can  affect  man  Brucellosis  or 
Undulant  fever  is  one  which  causes  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  prevention 
and  control. 

Brucellosis  is  not  yet  a  notifiable  disease  of  humans  and  therefore 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  sf  the  disease  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

Routine  testing  of  dairy  herds  gives  a  picture,  which  is  in  some  aspects 
disquieting.  Apart  from  abortion,  which  is  a  symptom  of  the  disease, 
little  systemic  disturbance  occurs  in  infected  cattle.  The  infection  in 
the  herd  may  be  shown  only  by  positive  results  to  the  blood  and  milk  tests. 
The  organism  in  general  after  infection  becomes  localized  in  the  udder  and 
uterus  and  it  has  been  shown  that  while  the  organism  disappears  from  the 
non-pregnant  uterus,  the  udder  continues  to  excrete  organisms  either 
continuously  or  intermittently  for  months  or  years. 

In  humans,  Brucellosis  is  a  disease  of  great  importance  to  those  wrho 
come  into  close  contact  with  infected  cattle;  farmers  and  veterinary 
surgeons  particularly  are  vulnerable.  The  drinking  of  raw  infected  milk 
is  probably  the  most  common  but  least  infectious  route.  Prevention  of  the 
disease,  which  in  humans  can  present  with  clinical  symptoms  of  all  grades 
of  severity,  depends  upon  the  following 

a)  Heat  treatment  of  all  milk  and  cream. 

b)  Vaccination  of  calves  at  the  correct  age. 

c)  Eradication  schemes  leading  to  a  register  of  brucella  free  herds. 

d)  Control  over  the  disposal  of  known  infected  cattle. 

Whenever  a  human  case  occurs  the  source  of  infection  must  be  traced 
back  to  an  infected  animal.  Under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(G-eneral)  Regulations  1959  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  power  to  issue  a 
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Notice  to  a  milk  producer  requiring  that  all  milk  be  heat  treated 
before  being  sold. 

During  1971  Notices  were  issued  in  2  cases. 

Salmonella  infections  in  cattle  and  poultry  frequently  give  rise  to 
outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  when  humans  ingest  food  contaminated  by  these 
organisms.  Close  surveillance  is  kept  in  all  instances  of  salmonella 
infection  reported  to  the  department.

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THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  194-6 
"The  three  best  doctors  are:-  Dr.  Quiet,  Dr.  Diet  and  Dr.  Merryman." 
Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  194-6  a  tripartite  structure 
was  set  up  to  provide  comprehensive  medical  and  para-medical  care  through 
Hospitals,  General  Practitioners  and  Local  Authority  Services. 

In  January  1971  many  personal  services  provided  by  a  number  of 
different  statutory  bodies  were  brought  under  the  direction  of  a  newly 
formed  department  of  the  County  Authority,  i.e.  the  Social  Services  Depart¬ 
ment.  Further  re-organisation  is  being  planned  so  that  an  integrated 
health  service  will  come  into  being  in  1974;  the  boundaries  of  the  new 
health  authorities  will  match  those  of  the  new  local  government  authorities 
now  being  formed.  Until  full  unification  occurs,  health  and  welfare 
services  continue  to  be  provided  by  Hospitals,  General  Practitioners  and 
Local  Authorities.

Following  upon  the  reorganisation  and  extension  of  duties  of  the 
Social  Services  Department,  social  care  of  the  mentally  disabled  has 
become  a  function  of  the  new  department.  Assessments  of  young  severely 
sub-normal  children  are  carried  out  by  medical  officers  employed  by  the 
County  Health  Department;  recommendations  made  as  to  the  future  training 
or  management  of  such  children  are  made  to  the  Education  Authority. 

Junior  Training  Centres,  previously  administered  by  the  local  health 
authorities  are  now  administered  as  Special  Schools  by  the  local  education 
department. 

LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACT  1970 
The  functions  of  the  new  Social  Services  Department  are  as  follows 

(i)  All  powers  and  duties  under  the  Children  Acts,  the  Adoption  Acts 
and  ancillary  statutes  which  were  previously  dealt  with  by  the 
Children's  Department. 

(ii)  All  powers  and  duties  relating  to  the  care  of  old  persons,  the 

homeless  and  handicapped  persons  previously  dealt  with  by  the  Welfare 
Department. 

(iii)  Those  powers  and  duties  previously  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department 
which  are  of  a  social  rather  than  a  purely  medical  nature  and 
include 

(a)  social  work  with  the  sick  and  mentally  disordered; 

(b)  day  centres,  clubs,  training  centres,  hostels  and  workshops; 

(c)  for  the  mentally  disordered  (excluding  the  Junior 

Training  Centres); 

(d)  day  care  of  children  under  five,  day  nurseries  and  child 

minding; 

(e)  care  cf  unsupported  mothers  including  residential  care  in 

mother  and  baby  homes; 

(f)  the  home  help  service; 

(g)  social  work  support  for  persons  suffering  from 

tuberculosis ; 

(h)  provision  of  recuperative  holidays. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Salop  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  make  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances 
and  other  means  of  transport  are  available,  where  necessary,  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  subnormality  and 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or 
outside  their  area. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Among  those  diseases  which  can  be  prevented  are  some  which  are 
common  in  childhood.  Through  vigorous  and  early  measures  taken  to 
protect  young  children,  deaths  from  such  diseases  as  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  are  now  minimal  while  deaths  from  acute  Poliomyelitis  are 
not  seen. 

Protection  can  be  given  against  the  following:- 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis, 

Measles,  Tuberculosis,  German  Measles. 

Vaccines  are  available  in  certain  circumstances  for  protection 
against  Influenza.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer  a  routine  in  the 
protection  of  young  children.  It  is  still  essential  however  for  people 
travelling  to  or  from  areas  where  Smallpox  is  endemic  and  for  those  whose 
work  may  bring  them  into  contact  with  cases  of  the  disease. 

Vaccination  against  Measles  is  available  for  children  from  the  age 
of  1  year  who  have  not  had  the  disease.  The  complications  of  Measles  can 
be  severe  and  disabling  and  parents  are  urged  to  have  their  children 
protected. 

During  1971  82  cases' of  Measles  were  notified. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS  -  B.C.G. 

School  children  in  the  age  group  12  to  1A  years  are  offered 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  B.C.G.  vaccine  is  given  to  those  who 
prove  negative  to  a  preliminary  skin  test  -  the  Mantoux  Test;  positive 
reactors  are  fully  investigated  by  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  or  by  the 
Chest  Physician  where  necessary. 


YELLOW  FEVER 

During  the  year  I960,  the  County  Health  Department,  Shrewsbury, 
became  a  recognised  centre  for  the  administration  of  Yellow  Fever 
vaccine.  Sessions  are  normally  held  at  3»00  p.m.  on  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  in  the  month,  or  by  special  appointment  in  emergency.  A  charge 
is  made  for  this  service.  Telephone:  Shrewsbury  52211.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

23  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Lectures  were  given  during  the  year  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department;  the  National  Health  Service;  the  Use  and  Abuse  01  Drugs  and 
Diseases  associated  with  Smoking. 
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HOUSING- 

The  housing  needs  of  the  community  continue  to  demand  an  ever 
increasing  amount  of  time  and  effort  to  solve.  Many  applicants  for 
Council  housing  are  beset  by  multiple  problems,  some  social,  some  medical. 
Special  needs  arise  where  there  are  special  groups  of  the  population,  e.g, 
the  elderly  or  the  handicapped,  and  problems  often  arise  because  of  a 
failure  to  understand  and  to  plan  for  specific  requirements.  Any  measures 
which  can  be  taken  to  improve  the  standard  of  housing,  to  prevent  over¬ 
crowding  or  to  combat  loneliness  and  to  provide  special  facilities  and 
aids  must  in  the  long  term  prove  to  be  not  only  beneficial  to  our  tenants 
but  also  to  society  as  a  whole.  Common  sense  use  of  available  resources 
applied  when  a  need  arises  often  prevents  an  uneconomical  and  wasteful 
solution.  Good  housing  for  the  elderly  with  supervision  of  their  needs  and 
the  provision  of  social  services  will  for  example  keep  people  well  and 
happily  independent  and  relieve  the  community  of  a  great  financial  burden 
which  is  inevitable  if  hospital  or  institutional  care  is  the  only 
alternative. 

Assessment  of  housing  needs  on  medical  grounds  is  undertaken  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  during  1971  33  cases  were  dealt  with.

During  the  year  a  successful  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  outstanding 
debts  due  to  non-payment  of  rent. 

Many  cases  were  found  to  be  in  real  difficulty  and  the  appropriate 
action  to  help  resolve  the  situation  was  taken.  However  the  majority  of 
cases  were  simply  "bad-payers"  who  take  advantage  of  the  system  which 
allows  a  certain  time  to  elapse  in  order  to  enable  people  to  make  some 
offer  to  reduce  the  debt. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDING  DECEMBER  31st  1971 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  North  Shropshire 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1971 . 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  became  more  and  more 
invjlved  in  improvement  grants  as  the  year  progressed.  The 
House'  Improvement  Exhibition,  held  at  Whitchurch  Civic  Centre 
in  April  brought  in  many  enquiries;  in  June  the  district  be¬ 
came  an  Intermediate  Area  for  improvement  grant  purposes 
with  an  increase  in  maximum  grant  from  5 0$  to  75 As  a 
result  the  number  of  applications  quadrupled  and  at  the 
present'  time  an  average  of  one  grant  is  approved  per  day. 

The  area’s  housing  stock  is  rapidly  improving,  but  it  must 
be  confessed  that  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  has 
been  rather  neglected. 

Early  in  the  year  petrol  was  found  to  be  leaking  into 
the  Whitchurch  sewers  and  two  houses  were  temporarily 
evacuated.  After  a  lengthy  series  of  tests  it  was  discovered 
that  two  petrol  tanks  and  a  suction  pipe  at  a  nearby  garage 
were  defective.  The  tanks  were  filled  in  with  concrete 
and  the  suction  pipe  renewed. 

Work  continued  on  the  very  large  programme  of  sewer 
construction  planned  for  the  area  and  there  was  some 
extension  of  the  water  mains  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water 
Board. 

Poultry  slaughtering  increased  during  1971  and  the 
lack  of  supervision  as  still  a  problem.  Government  action 
to  regularise  poultry  inspection,  with  charges  similar  to 
those  made  for  meat  inspection,  is  overdue. 

The  recurrent  visits  by  tinkers  to  Prees  Heath  were 
considerably  fewer,  partly  because  several  of  the  concrete 
runways  have  been  broken  up  or  blocked  with  soil.  The 
number  of  caravans  increased,  however;  it  is  now  common 
for  up  to  thirty  caravans,  travelling  in  convoy,  to  appear 
at  the 'same  time. 

No 'progress  has  been  made  with  the  Salop  County 
Council  scheme  for  a  transit  camp  for  travellers  on  the 
Heath.  The  tinker  convoys  with  their  untidy  habits,  have 
antagonised  the  local  householders. 

The  nuisance  from  noise  on  Prees  Heath,  caused  by 
ko-karts  and  motor  cycles  has  been  much  reduced  by  threat 
of  legal  action  and  by  the  gradual  destruction  of  the  run¬ 
ways  and  perimeter  tracks. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  support 
during  the  year,  to  our  Medical  Officer  for  her  helpful 
advice  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
conscientious  w ork.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Out  of  10,407  houses  and  flats  In  the  North  Shropshire 
Rural  District  at  the  end  of  1971?  about  1,900  are  still 
supplied  with  drinking  water  of  doubtful  quality  from  shallow 
wells  or  springs.  The  water  samples  from  such  sources 
showed  some  improvement  over  1970?  out  of  one  hundred  and 
twelve  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  during  the  year, 
fifty-one,  or  almost  half,  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  water  supply  problem,  mainly  confined  to 
the  eastern  side  of  the  district,  will  be  solved  when  the 
final  stage  of  the  Northern  Comprehensive  Scheme  of  the 
East  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  completed  in  two  years  time. 

Piped  water  from  public  or  private  sources  supplies  the 
rest  of  the  area.  All  bacteriological  samples  taken  from 
water  mains  during  1971  were  satisfactory. 

A  series  of  samples  was  taken  to  ascertain  the  extent 
of  nitrate  pollution  in  shallow  wells  and  bores.  Large 
amounts  of  nitrate  are  liable  to  be  dangerous  to  infants 
below  the  age  of  twelve  months.  Out  of  sixty-seven  samples, 
ten  contained  over  20  p.p.m.  of  nitrate;  the  householders 
concerned  were  warned  of  the  danger,  and  in  certain  cases 
alternative  supplies  were  arranged.

The  parish  of  Lee  Brockhurst  (population  119 )  has  no 
mains  water,  but  will  receive  a  supply  when  the  final  stage 
of  the  Northern  Comprehensive  Scheme  of  the  East  Shropshire 
Water  Board  is  completed. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  pi umbo-solvency  or  ex¬ 
cessive  fluoride  in  any  of  the  water  supplies. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

In  spite  of  its  relative  age,  the  Council -owned  swimming 
bath  at  Whitchurch  attained  an  excellent  standard  of  hygiene. 
All  twenty- two  water  samples  taken  were  "satisfactory".  The 
annual  attendances  were  41*509  as  compared  with  43*771  for 
1970. 

The  open  air  swimming  pools  at  Prees  Heath  and  Weston- 
under-Redcastle,  which  are  privately  owned,  are  available  to 
the  public  only  during  the  summer  months. 

Samples  were  taken  from  them  and  from  the  swimming  pools 
at  Acton  Reynald,  Wem  Grammar,  Pet ton  and  Ellesmere  Primary 
Schools,  and  Ellesmere  College.

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SEWERAGE 


The  Council  inaugurated  an  impressive  list  of  sewage 
disposal  schemes  during  1971.  The  whole  of  the  Whitchurch 
sewer  system  was  surveyed  and  draft  improvement  schemes 
were  drawn  up  for  improving  the  severs  and  extending  the 
sewage  works.  The  Oxigest  Stabilization  Plant,  the  first 
of  its  kind  to  be  constructed  by  a  local  authority  in 
this  country,  is  operating  satisfactorily.  The  traditional 
treatment  system,  which  has  been  retained,  functions  along¬ 
side,  and  can  deal  with  all  the  sewage  should  the  Oxigest 
•Plant  run  into  difficulties. 

In  Wem  work  was  started  on  a  new  pumping  station  be¬ 
hind  Station  Road  and  tenders  were  being  negotiated  for 
another  at  Wemsbrook  Road.  The  present  system  at  Wem  was 
under  survey  and  plans  were  being  prepared  for  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  treatment  works . 

Schemes  were  in  preparation  for  the  Ellesmere  - 
Dudleston  Heath  area,  Pauls  and  Newtown,  and  plans  were 
made  for  a  surface  water  drainage  system  for  Higher  Heath, 
Prees. 

Work  proceeded  on  the  important  South-Western  Parishes 
sewer  scheme,  and  the  Shawbury  No.  II.  scheme  involving  the 
villages  of  Moreton  Corbet  and  Stanton,  was  well  on  the 
way  at  the  year 1  s  enc  . 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  fifty  nine  (59)  houses  and  flats  were 
erected  by  the  Council;  forty  two  (42)  houses  and  bungalows 
were  built  during  the  same  period  by  private  enterprise.

Eight  hundred  and  eleven  (81l)  applicants  for  Council 
houses  were  listed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants 

An  Exhibition  to  publicise  Improvement  Grants  was 
organised  by  the  Health  Department  and  held  in  the 
Whitchurch  Civic  Centre  from  19th  -  22nd  April.  As  a 
result  forty  or  fifty  enquiries  were  received.  Interest 
was  further  stimulated  when  the'  North  Shropshire  Rural 
District  was  declared  an  Intermediate  Area  on  25rd  June 
and  grant  available  for  house  improvement  was  increased 
from  50$  to  75 $  for  a  two-year  period. 

There  was  immediately  a  great  increase  in  applications 
and  by  the  end  of  1971 >  &  total  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
six  (146)  Improvement  Grants  and  forty  (40)  Standard  Grants 
had  been  approved.  /m • 0 
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HOUSING  (Cont.) 

This  extra  work  imposed  considerable  pressure  on  the 
department,  but  has  improved  the  district's  general 
housing  standard. 

A  few  applicationsfor  grant  under  the  Local 
Authorities  (Historic  Buildings)  Act,  1962,  were  re¬ 
ceived,  and  the  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  matching 
any  sums  of  money  granted  by  the  Salop  County  Council  under 
this  Act. 

Improvement  Areas 

The  Compulsory  Improvement  Area  at  E^erton  Road, 
Whitchurch  is  gradually  nearing  completion.  The  position 
concerning  the  fifty  six  (56)  houses  at  the  end  of  1971 
was  as  follows:

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  situation  as  regards  the  number  of  licensed 
caravan  sites  remained  unchanged  during  1971*  No  con¬ 
traventions  of  the  conditions  of  licence  were  reported. 

There  was  further  trouble  on  Prees  Heath  with  large 
convoys  of  travellers'  caravans,  which  parked  illegally 
and  dumped  quantities  of  rubbish. 

On  one  occasion  the  occupants  were  summonsed  for  con¬ 
travening  the  Prees  Heath  Common  Caravan  Order;  this  had 
the  effect  of  moving  the  caravan  from  the  site,  but  the 
summonses  remained  unanswered. 

The  Salop  County  Council  proposal  to  provide  a 
"transit"  camp  for  travellers  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Heath  has  understandably  made  no  progress. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Surveyor's  Department  has  been  responsible  for 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  since  January  1970, 
but  the  Health  Department  retains  responsibility  for  the 
refuse  tips. 

A  pilot  scheme  using  paper  sacks  is  operating  at  the 
Newtown-Yardington  estate  in  Whitchurch,  and  a  similar 
system  was  started  during  the  year  in  the  town  of  Ellesmere.

POULTRY 

Ovei  1,092,000  birds  were  processed  during  the  year 
at  poultry  slaughtering  establishments. 

The  majority  were  hens,  which  were  mainly  sent  out 
uneviscerated  to  other  parts  of  the  country.  Reliance  is 
placed  on  employees  "spotting"  the  obviously  unfit  birds, 
and  as  the  majority  are  only  plucked,  the  situation  as 
regards  inspection  is  frankly  unsatisfactory. 

About  j/o  of  the  poultry  was  rejected. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

In  the  district  there  are  four  slaughterhouses  5  a 
large,  factory-type  abattoir,  a  medium-sized  public 
abattoir,  and  two  small  private  slaughterhouses. 

Two  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  are  employed  and  100^ 
inspection  of  carcases  and  offals  is  carried  out. 

Overtime  on  Saturdays-  and  ..occasionally  Sundays  is 
shared  by  all  members  of  the  staff  who  are  qualified 
to  inspect  meat. 

Forty  (40)  slaugl  termen  were  licensed  by  the  Council 
in  1971* 

The  'Whitchurch  public  abattoir  receives  a  large 
number  of  casualty  animals ,  and  there  is  a  correspondingly 
high  number  of  condemnations.

NUISANCES 

Five  hundred  and  ninety  eight  (598)  visits  were  made  by 
members  of  the  staff  to  nuisances  caused  by  faulty  drainage, 
housing  defects,  the  spraying  of  hen  and  pig  manure,  noise  and 
smoke.  Forty  one  (41)  informal  notices  were  served  upon  the 
persons  responsible. 

One  (l)  Statutory  Notice  was  served. 

As  in  previous  years  the  most  usual  complaint  concerned 
smell  from  intensive  farming  sites. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ■ 

Fifty  six  (56)  cases  of  infectious  disease  (excepting 
measles  and  whooping  cough)  were  notified  in  1971  and  forty- 
four  (44)  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  them. 

Notification  of  Salmonella  in  bovine  animals  were  far 
fewer  than  in  1970;  only  seventeen  (17)  faecal  samples  were 
taken  from  persons  involved  in  handling  the  animals  concerned. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  only  two  (2)  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified, 
both  caused  by  Salmonella  organisms.  One  patient  died,  but 
food  poisoning  was  only  a  contributory  cause. 

Twenty  (20)  visits  were  made  following  up  enquiries  con¬ 
cerning  a  food  poisoning  outbreak  in  the  Atcham  Rural  District. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

There  were  three  licensed  Pet  Shops  in  the  North 
Shropshire  Rural  District  at  the  year’s  end.  Three  visits 
were  made  and  the  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on 
each  occasion. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Seven  (7)  establishments  in  the  area  are  licensed  under 
this  Act.  Eleven  (11 )  visits  were  made  and  all  proved  to  be 
well  run.

PETROLEUM  (Cont.) 


Early  in  1971  investigations  were  carried  out  to  find  the 
source  of  the  petrol  which  leaked  into  the  Whitchurch  sewers 
in  December  1970.  Pressure  tests  eventually  revealed  that  two 
petrol  tanks  at  a  nearby  garage  were  the  cause,  these  were 
condemned  and  filled  with  cement  grouting.  In  April  more 
petrol  found  its  way  into  the  sewer  system;  this  was  found  to 
be  escaping  from  a  faulty  suction  pipe,  which  was  replaced. 

There  were  no  more  complaints  in  1971*
